1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not teach a method for destroying blood vessels or veins located at a selected depth 
below the dermis using a combination of (i)a laser with a wavelength between 700 nm to 
1 1 00 nm, (ii)a pulse with a fluence of between 5 J/(cm) A 2 and 100 J/(cm) A 2, and (iii)a pulse 
duration of between 0.2 milliseconds and 100 milliseconds.
